short-woolled sheep; that Mr. John Overman's реп of cross-bred 
Bouthdowns and Leicesters were justly awarded the silver cup as 
the best pen of oross-breds, or that the gold medal was properly con- 
ferred upon Mr. Saunders's pen of best Dorset pigs. So aldo with 
the prize animals in each of the several olesaes. The adjudications 
in o instance seems to have given the utmost satisfaction. It 
was only when the judges for cattle had to determine between the 
rival claims of the premier prizes in the various classes of steers— 
Devon, Hereford, and Shorthorns—that any real difficulty was 
experienced. For the first time the jadges discharged their funo- 
tions in the presence and under the very eye of the public, and 
their proceedings were watched with intense interest by several 
hundreds of persons, amongst whom were to be found a consider- 
able number of the most influential and intelligent landlords and 
formers in the kingdom. To avold interruption each end of the 
central avenue was roped off, and the prize beasts led into the open 
space, where they were arranged in the most convenient positions 
for inspection. The process of weeding the inferior animals 
was then gone through, and as these retired one by one to 
their respective lairs, the number was gradually reduced to four— 
namely, Mr. Frampton's three-year-old Devon steer, Mr. Phillipe's 
four years end four months Hereford, Mr. Martin's four years and 
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months shorthorn and cross-bred; and Mr. Kirkbam's two 
тан and six months ehor'horn. Eventually the first and third of 
these were withdrawn, avd the contest remained to be decided be-

It is due to the judges in this instance to say that the 
shorthorn to which they awarded tho coveted prize was not so 
highly fed as the Hereford, whilst in all probabili'y they were 
maioly influenced in their decision by the fact that its rival was 
more than a year and a half older. With regard to the experiment 
of a “public jadging,” it bas now been trid, aod is viewed with so 
much approbation that it will bə the established practice of the 
club at all future shows 

In no icing each class of stock in its order, it msy be briefly 
stated that the Devon cattle ixcladed some very beautiful specimens 
Among them were several from the stock of the lare Prince Oon- 
sort, said to have been sel-c'ed by her Majesty for exhibition. Upon 
the whole there wae a falling «ff here, owing chi- fly, it is under- 
stood, to the drought of the past year and the failare which for 
two or three years in succession has attended the rearing of 
calves. The Herefords of every class were a eplendid lot, aud 
the collection displays & marked superiority over tbe short- 
horns both in steere and heifers, though curiously enough 
а roan shorthorn heifer appropriated the silver cup as the beat іп 
any of the classes. The Sussex breed of oatile continued to im- 
prove, but every year it exhibita а nearer and nearer aper to 
the Devon, with which they are sometimes confounded, and for 
which they may well be mistaken. [here were some nice speci- 
тепе of polled Norfolk and Buffulk beasts, several gigantic West 
Highlanders, wild, sheggy, and ferocious-looking crea ures ; and, 
lastly, & few Kerry созго, whose really pretty forms, glossy coats, 
and springy flesh denote great improvement in а desoription of 
stock that would be an ornament in the park lands of Eogland. 

In the sheep department, tbe South Downs maintained their high 
character without abatement; Leicesters, tco, were a fair show 
There were also pens of Linoolns, Cotswolds, Romney Marsh, 
Bhropehire, Cheviot, Exmoor, Hampshire and Wiltshire Downs, 
and Uxford Downs—these lest being а breed of sheep obtained by 
crossing Southdowns and Cotswolds. 

The show of pigs was larger than usual, and perhaps almost the 
only depsrtment in which decided improvement in quelity may be 
noted. The реп of three which won the gold medal ss the best in 
the yard was worthy of all the admiration that tbe contempla ive 
butcher or sausage maker bestowed upon it Altogether, toe pigs 
proved в very attractive portion of the show, in spite of their foal 
macners and the disagreeable atmosphere by which they were 
surrounded, and which no system of ventilation can absolutely 
cure. The annex where they are exhibited is the оре ерт! in the 
whole building from which the “blast against tobacco," in the 
shape of notices probibitory of smoking, ought to be removed.

TWO GIRLS KILLED БҮ А MAIL TRAIN. 
Ox Sunday lest & 1 took place on the Bouth- 
Eastern Railway, between Dover and Folkest ne, by the mail ex- 
press train which leaves the former place at 415 pm. It seems 
that three young women living at Folkestone had been epending 
Sunday with their із, who live at the Pelter Coast-guard sta- 
tion On returning im the afternoon they seem to have been 
desirous of taking the shortest way. Hence they ventured to 
tresspass along the South-Eastern line instead of going by the 
road, which is about a mile further. When they had proceeded 
some distance one of them, who had left some article behind her, 
went back to fetch it, while the others waiked slowly along The 
girls thus passed along on the live of the vp. rails until they 
wobed midway between Abbot's Cliff aud Martello Tannel, when 
‘be express train саше on at foll speed, and тап over the poor 
girls. The engine driver blew hia whistle immediately on seeing 
their perilous position, but this was unheard or uvheeded un'ii it 
was 100 late Тһе two unfortunste girls were killed upon the spot, 
their bodies being horribly mutilated Тһе ead news of the occur- 
тепсе was гооп made known, and when the mangled bodies were 
conveyed back to the Coast-guard station the scene was а most 
heertrending and painfal one.

The King of the Greeks has taken the oath to the new constitu- 
tion, and tbe National Assemb y, having finished at last its long- 
protracted labours, has been dis:ulved, to tne great gratification of 
all parties concerned. 


AMENIOA. 

The New York Herald gives circulation to the following report 
of an interview between Mr Бота: ond the French ambassador at 
Washington, M. Threillard:— : 

“Ош 5 return from Auburn Mr. Seward received the visit of 
M. Threillard, the present representative of France. After the 
овда! compliments on Mr. Lincoln's re-election, M. Threillard 
opened the conversation by stating that he had recently been in- 
formed of the вохіопв desire of the Government to make peace, 
and, as the Emperor had always been the warm advocate of that 
policy, he could bat congratulate the secretary of State on the 
Lew course which the Cabiret of Washington seemed inclined to 
follow 

и Го this Mr. Seward replied that the idea of a peace with the 
South had always been the funda пепќз! idea of his Government; 
that the only difficulty in the way was as to the proper manner to 
reach it; that the United States could not accept a humiliating 
peace, but that whenever a proposition to th t effect, maiutainin 
the diguity, interests, and honour of the nation, would be offer 
he would bot hesitate in supporting it with all the influence and 

wer he could command. To this the representative of 

rance replied that he was exceedingly pleased to find his 
excellency tbus disposed; but that in his estimation it was 
impossible to ascertain whether or not such в pesca was attainable 
unless the Government should take the proper steps to approach the 
Youth aud open negotiations on that subject. tle further added 
that althongh the Government of the Emperor had not been fortu- 
pate in its efforts to open relations between the North and the 
South, it had never receded a step fiom its opinion in the matter, 
and that it was still «f the opinion that this war could not end with- 
out trying st least the weys cf diplomacy before plonging again 
into the uncertainty and perile of an endless war. То this Mr. 
Seward frankly admitted that big Government had been mistaken 
in the character and consequences of the war with the South; that 
he never imagined that the reb-]lion was endowed with so much 
resolution and vitality ; and that he was ready to acknowledge him- 
self in error on that eubj-ct. After а pretracted conversation the 
Ambassador of France left Мт. Seward with в renewal of the offer 
to place the services of his Government at the disposal of Mr. Lin- 
coln. He said, what Бе had always said in many instances, that 
the Em was ready to do all іп his power to facilitate negotia- 
tions with the South, and that be would sp · re neither time, trouble, 
nor money, if necessary, to attain во desirable an end. To this Mr. 
Seward replied that he would see Mr. Lincoln, talk the matter over 
with bim, and begged the representative of France to call again 
next werk (thie week) for en &og wer."

frou 1842 to 1851. In March, 1857. was appointed Attorney- 
G: neral of New Jersey. He was the Republican candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency on the ticket with General Fremont in 1856, and 
wa» appointed Minister to France, 18h March, 1861. Mr. Dayton 
leaves a widow and several children.

J. Carr, the master, 
about three o'clock, when she was disturbed by heering a crackling 
noise, snd on looking through the window of Бег chamber in the 
master's residence, she ват flames bursting through the roof of the 
church, whioh was close adjoining, and the whole edifice seemed to 
bein flames. She srouced her father, who sent messengers off to 
Durham for the fire engines, and the fire brigade was on the spot 
within an hour ater the first alarm had been given; but, from the 
mastery the flames had at‘aiued, it was found impossible to save 
the church, which is now 110018 better than а bl»ckened ruin. Tue 
fire seems to have originated through the overheating of the flae 
attached to the warming apparatus, the brickwork of тиісі appears 
to have become red-hot, and the fire had communicated with the 
wooden panelling of the wall in the north siale immed ately above. 
Tue church. was most beautifully fiited up; the sittings were open, 
and of oak. The edifice was of pure Мегшвп arohitecture, aud was 
supposed to be coeval with the hospitel, which was founded be.ween 
the years 1181 and 1184. Five years ago the church was much 
damaged by tire, and was restored during the masiership of Arch- 
deacon Prest. Most of the monuments of the old masters of the 
hospital are destroyed by this fire, aud one of great beauty, to the 
memory of the late master, Dr. Faber, is burnt into small fragments 
The tower, as well ag the body of tbe church, із completely gutted. 
А new building for the iumates of the hospital hse recently been 
ereoted at в cost of £14 000. Fortunately the wind blew the flames 
away from this building and the master's residence, and both are 
univjared.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WERK. 

Киснея GARDEN.— Continue to earth up cabbage and winter 
greens. Look to cauliflo «er as advised last week; also lettuce. If 
carrots are required early, make в sowing cn а slight hot-bed. 
Should frosts 8-6 in, peas that have shown above ground should be 
lightly covered over with the soil, and over that в layer of sand, to 
protect them from slugs cr the cold weather Earth v celery. 
Collect horse droppings for spring mushroom beds. р пра 
succession of rheubarb and seakale Бу pottng. Prepare to make 
asparagus beds. 

FLOWER GaRDEN.—Protect carnations, auriculas, &, from 
severe weather. Ouitings of calceolarias, that are rooted, may be 
potted off. Out down fuschias and mulch over with short litter; 
but if desirous of preserving large specimens, protect with stakes 
aud matting, the interior filled with loose straw, and the re- 
maining leaves on the fuschias removed to prevent mouldi- 
ness. А little lime water round the roots of ies 
will do good as в protection from slugs. Protect the tender varieties 
ot roses if not already done. Attend to frames daily; give ез much 
light and air as the weather will permit. Roll lawns and walks 
occasionally in dry weather, and keep all tidy. 

Енсіт GARD&N.—Üherries, peare, plume, біз, if affected by a 
acale insect, should bave a good washing of а mixture of soft-goap, 
tobacco, snd lime-water. Uoutiuue root prusiog. Finish nailing 
and topping wall trees. Protect fig irse» by unnailing five or aix 
brauche, at а time, and tying the same in bundles with ropes of 
straw ог bay. Prune orchard trees generally ; remove old branches; 
cat clean, and give a coat of paint to the wounds to exclude wet. 


LOSS OF THE SHIP OHIMERA.—ALL DROWNED 
EXCEPT ONE.

Ou Friday, the 18th 
М vember, at four pm, the tide «t the time rising, the weather 
thick, and the wind in the west ward, blowing hard, tbe ship struck 
the ground, which proved to be tte Horse Beuk at the entrance of 
tue Ribble, the веа making а breach over her, covering the decks. 
Ail on board aecended the fore riggiog, when in about one hour 
afterwards tbe topmast broke off at ibe masthead, and ell thereon 
were lost in the sen gave deponent, who succeeded in regaining tne 
wreck, where he remaiued during tho night, the vessel during the 
time having become much broken up, tue decks being neeriy all 
gone, sud bulkheads carried away. About seven o'clock was rescued 
by а fishing-bost from the coast, and landed safely. hirtesn lives 
were lost by the breaking up of the ship.

DEATH OF THE EARL OF OARLISLE. 

WE regret to announce the death of the Earl of Carlisle, who ex- 
pired ot his family seat of Castle Howard, near Mahon, on Monday 
morning, in the sixty-second year of bis age. He had long been 
in а decliuiog state of health. ` It is now some months гі. ce be was 
compelled by his increasing debility to resign bis cfle of lord- 
lieutenant of Ireland. and though bis friends bave from time to 
time been cheered with symptome of improvement іп his condi- 
tion, we believe no one was deceived into the belief that the ame- 
lioration was more than temporary, or that the disease under which 
he laboured could have other than a mortal issue. 

The deceased nobleman will be chiefly remembered in connexion 
with Ireland. There the greater portion of his public life was 
spent, and his official connexion with the country is co-existent 
with—-we can hardly ғау it much influenced—the great social 


chap, that have listely passed over that country, and made 
the Ireland of to day so different from the Ireland of thirty 
eare ago His first essay in the public servion waa, 


wever, in the diplomatic line Не was appointed an 
attache to the embassy in Russia, where his high rank, his youth, 
end his engaging manners made him a great favourite in Bt. Peters- 
burgh society. Но was afterwarde returned to the House of Oom- 
mons for the family seat of Morpeth; and опе of his earliest 
speeches was in defence of the character of the Russian Emperor, 
who had been made the subject of severe attacks in consequence of 
the oruelties practised on the Poles after the suppression of the 
Polish rebellion in 1830. In 1855, under the first Administration 
of Lord Palmerston, the office of lord lieutenant was vacant. The 
Premier remembered the old days of O'Connell popularity in 1835-40, 
and no doubt congratulated himself on the clever stroke of policy һө 
had effected in appointing the popular secretary of twenty years before 
to be the lord lieutenant now. And for atime undoubtedly this policy 
bad its effect. The Earl of Carlisle was a popular lord lientenant. 
But although he has occupied а prominent position in public life for 
the lag: thirty years he inclined rather to the ornamental than to 
the useful side of it There were many fierce politics] contests 
waged in the period when he took a conspicuous part in publio life; 
but he was never found in the forefront of the battle At best, he 
was but a akirmisber. Much of this must be traced to his habits 
and the evenness of his temper. His own inclination would pro- 
bably have led him away from the political arena altogether 
not the obligations of party proved stronger than personal inclina- 
tion. Bat the softness and amiability of his temper, though it could 
not keep him out of politica, preserved through them all that sweet- 
ness and courtesy of disposition that issued in his never making 
an enemy. Even the Irish, who had got somewhat wearied of him, 
grieved when, broken down or debilitated, he finally left their 
sbores. His courtesy was overflowing. There was probably no 
man ever admitted to his presence who was not charmed with hig 
gracious and — manner. And that grace was not tbe mere 

that nourished over indifference; it sprang naturally from 
real and th Һ kindness of heart. 

Lord Carlisle meddled in literature. In addition te his lecture 
published another on Pope. Не also published the 
8 of а tour he made in the East, under the title of a 
“ Diary in Turkish and Greek Waters.” In all of them the same 
features are conspicuous—s gracefal and elaborately polished style 
flourishing over. but scarcely concealing, the poverty of his matter. 
Hie epeeches were іп the same strain—florid academical exeicita- 
fons, bat having little poetical beering on the matters in hand. 

The Ear) of Carlisle was never married. Не is succeeded in the 
title and estates by his brother, the Hon. and Rev. William George 
Howard, rector of Londesborough. Several nobles familice—

ALTHOUGH the re-election of Mr. Lincoln has neither been acoom- 
panied nor followed by any particalarly brilliant operstions of the 
Federal armies in the field, it is already manifest that the 
Government have no intention of abating the vigour with which 
the war has hitherto been carried on. In Virginta, it is true, the 
grand army of the North continues in a state of calm expectancy, 
and Grant, for the present, evinces no intention of again sacri- 
ficing a few thousands of his troops in an attempt to discover a weak 
point in his enemy's defences. But in the central States of the Oon- 
federacy а Federal general is about to undertake an enterprise which, 
for ite vastness and the immensity of the attendant risk, will not only 
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be without a psrallel in the history of the American war, but will be 
almost without precedent іп the annals of miliary achievements. 
If the information which has reached us be correct, Sherman bas 
divided his army into two columns, one of which he has despatched 
in an easterly direction to Augusta, а town on the Savannah River, 
nearly one hundred and fifty miles distant from Atlanta; whilst the 
other Баз been sent southwards to Micon, one of the principa! 
arsenals of the Confederate Government, and about seventy 
miles from General Büermau'sstertipg poiat This town having 
fallen, and all the publio property being destroyed, Miledgeville, 
the capital of the State, will, it is hoped, share the same fate, 
and the victorious general will then be at liberty to 
siege Augusta and the other imporlant towns on the 
Savannah River. Georgia, being thus conquered, will then 
serve as а base of future operations in South Oarolina. 
The programme ig unquestionably magnificent, but the concepticn 
and the execution of а design stand on different footings. That 
Sherman intends, if possible, to seize Macon there can be no doubt 
for the outposts of his army һауе appeared within а few miles of 
that town; but there is equally little reason to doubt that the Oon- 
federates intend to defend it with obstinacy. Macon, like Atlanta, 
might of course fall; but, even if it did, the execution cf General 
Sherman's subsequent designs would not be the less impracticable, 
The question is simply one of distance from a base of operations 
and any one who glances at the map of the Southern States, and 
takes into account the feelings with which the invading armies are 
regarded by the population of those States, may form some idea of 
the dangers which would beset an army which should follow such 
& route as Sherman 18 said to have chalked out for his. At- 
lanta is only а short distance across the Georgian border, 
but nevertheless the communications of the army which captured 
it were constantly put in jeopardy, and (he evacuation of the town 
and the retreat of the Federa! troops were at one time deemed in- 
evitable. But with every additiona! mile which the invader leaves 
in his rear these dangers become considerably increased. Under 
ordinary circumstances a general advancing into an enemy's 
country regards each province or town which he conquers as a new 
base of operations, or at least as another chain in the link of com- 
munications between his army and the source from whioh it derives 
ite supplies. Bat General Sherman cannot with safety rely upon 
similar calculations. The army which his opponents employ may, 
if it pleases, traverse with impanity the country through which he 
has passed, and, even assuming it to be too week to recapture the 
towns which he has seized and garrisoned, can with comparative 
impunity interrupt his supplies.

Тне Victoria, being а wooden three-decker, carrying upwards of 
100 guns, and requiring at least 1,000 men to fight them, has been 
sent to one of our chief naval stations, there to carry the flag of the 
admiral in command of the fleet. This proceeding Lord Clarence 
Paget now explains by telling us that the Victoria is wanted 
in the Mediterranean fleet, not for mere atateliness or dignity's 
sake, nor yet solely for the sacoommodation of the admiral's 
шай, but for the reception of *"supernumeraries" for the 
service of the squadron. А large fleet requires constant ге- 
inforcements by fresh draughts of seamen, aud those 
men are all sent іп the first instance to the flagahip, 
thence to be distributed among the other vessels of the 
squadron as occasion may require It might happen that as 
many as two hundred sailors st & time would need lodging in this 
way, and what, aska Lord Olarence, would the country say if pes- 
tilence were bred among these men by their being cramped up on 
board а ship “only fit to go immediately into action"—that is to 
say, an ironclad? To this we reply that the argument raises a 
most important point; and that if our ironolads are only fit for the 
mere work of a battle, and are not habitable voseels, the sooner our 
naval architects are apprized of this defect the better; but this will 
not in the least degree help the Admiralty out of their difficulty. 
Let us admit, for the sake of argument, that every squadron on 
sotive service requires а large floating barrack for the accommoda- 
tion of draughts from home and the transaction of general busi- 
ness; we must then ask why this barrack, or clerks’ office, or 
admiral’s residence, or whatever it is to bə considered, 
should be regarded also ав а fighting ship, when, by 
the admission of the argument itself, she із nothing 
of the kind? Why should this floating hotel carry 100 
guns and upwards of 1,000 men to work these gune, espe- 
cially when such а crew would occupy and absorb the very врасе 
which is wanted for othera? If the Victoria were nothing more 
than в little floating Admiralty we could understand the matter; 
but she pretends also to be a fighting ship, and that capacity car- 
ries an immense complement of fighting men and guns. Lord 
Olarence declares that these men were provided for her without 
difficulty ; but he does not tell as from what ships they were taken, 
nor how the matter would have becn managed had no vessels 
been put conveniently out of commission just at that 
time. There, however, ig the fact that a ship which Lord 
Olarence Paget does mot attempt to say is fit for ac- 
ticn, and which Mr. Childers, a Lord of the Admiralty, thinks 
adapted for duty mainly becausa there is no expectation of war, ia 
sent out with an array of men and guts suitable only to a fighting 
ship of the first class. Both Mr. Childers and Lord Olarenca 
excuse this unlucky vessel as only designed for civil duties, for- 
getting that she is rated, manned, and armed as a first-rate man- 
of-war, and entails upon the country and the service a correspond- 
ing charge.

escapes and engines, he remaiuing to arouse the inmates Con- 
ductors Miller sud Preston quickly attended with the society's 
escapes, when they fouvd the fire raging furiously on {һе 
second floor, and the occupants of the tbird floor afraid to 
venture down the stairs for fear of being burnt Miller 
at once rushed up the staircase, and brought down in safety Mr. 
and Mrs. Carrell, the children, exo рі ope child, and the servant. 
Upon reaching the street, in their night-dresses, they told the cou- 
ductors in their excitement that every one bed been safely rescued, 
bat Conductor Miller, to make assurance doubly sure, sgain ascended 
the buildings, aud upon entering the third. floor back he found a boy 
about five years of age, stertorously breathing, and no doubt if he 
bad been left there а short time looger he must have been suffo- 
cated. The conductor, in descending the stairs with him, became 
overpowered with the heated smoke, and he fell with his 
living obarge іп hia arms on the stairoase. ^ Oonductor 
Pre · ton at once ru-hed to their resoue, and both were saved by his 
instrumentality, but € were nearly stifled by the smoke. Тһе 
engines of tbe London rigade arrived with all possible expedition, 
and plenty of the New River Company's water having been pro- 
cared, the firemen, п. дог Ољріаіо Shaw, bad the land steamers set 
to work avd succeeded іп copfioing the conflagration to the second 
and third floors, which were destroyed, but the books were safely 
deposited in fireproof safes.

THE MYSTERIOUS В АТ BUNNINGNILL

On Monday, at noon, Frederick Oroft, alias William Smith, the 
tramp suspected of the murder of Elizabeth Butler, at Mr. Orutoh- 
ley's lodge, Sunninghill Park, was brought before Mr. О. Sawyer 
chairmar), J. Heroy. T. J. Hercy, O. J Palmer, О. О Ferrard, aud 
J. Pooook, the sitting magistrates at the Maidenhead Oounty 
Police-court, for the purpose of re-examination, having been re- 
manded. 

The first witness examined was Margaret Meyriok, who gaid she 
lived at 2, Oambridge-terrace, Wincsor, and was а Scripture 
reader. On the evening of the 15th October she heard screams 
issuing from the arches of the Great Western Kailway, and cries of 
“ Murder!” The arches are about 200 yarde distant from her win- 
dows She opened her window, and not hearing avy other cries, shut 
it again. Thet was between eleven and twelve o'clock at night. On 
Buuday morning, the 16:b, about ten minutes past eleven, she was 
going to churoh, and beard & man and woman quarrelling under 
the same archways, bat near the gas-house. When she went 
down the tarning opposite the wacer and leading to the River 
Thames she saw the man and woman again, and distinet'y 
heard the women сы! the man “а murderous villain,” upon 
which the man advanced towards the woman, as if he were 
going to strike her, but stopped, and did not do so The woman 
then said, “Yoa know you аге a murderer.” The man turned 
the other way to sey something to the witness, but she did not 
hear what he said The woman said, іп а crying tone, You'll 
soon be somewhere where you won't be able to kill people.” 
That was all witnesg heard, and she remeined there as а pro- 
tection to the woman They were more then 100 yards distaut 
when she first saw them, but they were nearer when she heard 
whet was ssid. Witness on being asked if she could identify 
the prisoner, said she was in doubt. The men then appeared 
darker and dirtier than the prisoner, 

Wien өз continued: She thought he had а pink striped, or plaid 
shirt on. She looked more at the woman than the man. She 
was а stout, fall-faced woman, but wituess was not near enough 
to notice any marks on the face. The woman was of medium 
height, but was not near enough for her to aee if she was pock- 
marked. On Saturday morning she noticed a female with a pretty 
little dog—a little brown terrier. She thought it was the ваше 
woman with it whom she saw on the next day To the best of 
her belief, the prisoner at the bar was the man she had seen with 
z^ Tomea referred to. » 

risoner, on being asked if he had any questions to ask the 
witness, replied in the negative. r3 

Mr. Superintendent Iremonger was then examined, and said about 
eleven o'clook at night on the 15th October he received informa- 
tion of the murder of Elizabeth Butler at Winkfield, and imme- 
diately drove over and saw the body of deceased lying in the left- 
hand room at the lodge. He sawa large quantity of blood just 
inside the front door m the passage. There was also blood upon 
the panels and door-poat of the larder. He made an examioation 
of the premises, but could not find that anything had been tampered 
with or the dra wers and boxes disturbed. He then looked round 
the outside of the house, but could not find any footmarke nor any 
— дет with which the murder could have been committed. From 
furt inquiries he appreheuded the prisoner on the 26: of 
November, at Aylesbury, on his leaving the gaol. Witness asid 
to him on that occasion, “I apprehend you upon the obarge of 
murdering Elizabeth Butler, in the perish of Wink geld. on the 
15th October.” He seid also, „It is my duty to caution you as to 
what you say, for whatever you do say I shall give іп evidence 
before the magistrate.” Prisoner replied, “ I am innocent. Г never 
was at Winküeld, and don't know where Winküeld is" Witness 
took from the prisoner the old slop he was wearing, having pre- 
viously made an examination. (The slop was produced in court.) 
On the froat of the slop there was a spot which, to the best of wit- 
nese's belief, was a spot of blood. 

Prisoner on being asked by the chairman if he had any ques- 
— to ask the last witness, replied, No, eir, Ive got nothing to 


Dr. Hewitt, who was in court, examined 
and at — zaid that it looked like а spot of grease, but afterwards, 
when in the witness-box, thought it was в mad spot. He 


mitted more than half an hour before it was discovered. A short 
stont atick would have caused the injury. 

This was the whole of the evidence produced on the t occa- 
sion, at the close of which the magistrates retired to their private 
room for consultation, and, on their return to the court, remanded 
the p~isoner. 

Oroft, who on his appearance in court seemed sl htly flushed, 
and was somewhat moved as Mrs. Meyriok, the tem omi lione 
gave her evidence, was then removed by Mr. Superintendent Ire- 
monger to the police-cell.

On Saturdsy Broomfield come to Shirley Common, and called on 
the Oolburnes, to вес his former fellow-servant. He was invited to 
stay, bnt they could not give him sleepiog accommodation, and he 
engaged а bed at а public-house a few doors өй. At about nine 
o'clock on Saterday night Oolburne went out to fetoh the supper 
beer at the public- house, and left his wife рген the supper бай 
Broomfeld wits her. When he returned he found te bis horror 
that his wife had been shot by Broomfield, and that the latter hed 
attempted to committ suicide. A woman, it appears, who lived 
next door to Oolburne, heard the report of firesrms, and had en- 
tered the house and taken the pistol from Broomfleld's haud after 
he had shot himself and Mrs. Colburne A number of persone 
soon entered the h use with medical assistance, but the poor 
woman was quite dead, and the murderer was ordered to be con- 
veyed to the Southamptoa Infirmary. He shot his victim and 
himself in the breast. He was asked why he committed the dread- 
ful deed, and he stated that it was from love. Мо one, he said, 
knew what he had suffered during the last nine months. 

Тһе following are farther particulars of this melano affair 
from the Hampshire paper of Monday:—The murderer m- 
field lingered until yesterday, when he өх in the South Hente 
Infirmary, at Southampton. It is stated that the murderer dis- 
charged two barrels of the revolver at his own breast, and that 
irom the manner in which the weapon was held the ball must have 
glanced off from the bone without penetrating the body, while the 
second was more scourately aimed, and is supposed to have found 
a lodgment near the shoulder blade. All the other barrels of the 
revolver were loaded with ball, which tends to justify the concia- 
sion that this shocking murder and attempted suicide were fully 
premeditated. Brooméeld atated to the house surgeon at the in- 
tirmary that some years ago he was shot іп the head by а gentle 
man with whom he then lived, and that he has since been subject to 
fits of mental derangement. It is also geid that during the last two 
Уөзга he has continually suffered from aberration of intellect. 
Ah, wife of the wretched man arrived at the infirmary on Sanda». 
The melancholy nature of this sad affair is increased by the fact 
that Мга. Oolburn, whose life has been so ruthlessly saori- 
ficed, wae віх months advanced іп pregnancy. Much sym- 
ge has been expressed by the inhabitants of Shirley towards

THE WATERLOO-BRIDGE MYSTERY. 


Sevan years have elapsed since a startling announcement was 
made that а horrible murder had been cowmitted in London, and 
that an attempt had been made to conoral it under circumstances of 
ап unusual obaracter It was said that some boys who were out 
in a boat on the Thames hed found on one of the abutments on the 
weotern side of Waterloo-bridge a big which contained the bones 
of a human body, with а suit of clothes, which, when examined, 
led to the conclusion that & man, moving іп а respectable sphere 
of life, had been barbsrougly murdered, bis body roughly hewu to 
by unprofessional bands, end the bag containing the bones 
t down over the parapet of the bridge with the intention that they 
should sink in the river and be no more heard of. The bag, instead 
of going into the water, rested проц the abatment, and was во 
found by the boys, who handed it over to the police. Various 
rumours were іп at the time in reference to persons 
who had been seen on the bridge, and who were suspected of having 
dropped the bag, but nothing conclusive was ascertained and the 
matter at length subsided, although the most diligent inquiries hed 
been made by the police. Last August the subject was revived 
& letter which was published im some ot the papers from 
r. Irwin, oí Dublin, who gave the initial letters of the 
names of four persons who, as he imagined, were implicated in the 
matter, three of them being suspected of making away with the 
fourth, who had mysteriously disappeared under circumstances 
which he very fully and somewhat pleusibly detailed. Applica- 
tion was made to the authorities at Scotland-yerd that а bag іп 
which the bones had been deposited and the olothing might be 
sent to Victoria (Australia), in order that the wife of the missing 
man might see them, with a view, if possible, to their identifi sation 
as the property of her husband. That request, however, could not 
be complied wi'b, in the face of stringent police regulations. It was 
also considered that the description would be sufficient to serve 
firat purposes, and that, if the articles were identified, the detective 
officers might be instructed to bring over any persons whose evi- 
dence they might suppose would tend to further more detailed in- 
quiriez. To make the matter perfectly clear, it may be mentioned 
that Mr. Irvin, in his letter, expressed his conviction that the sup- 
victim was а man named K——, who had gone out from 
ngland to Australis some time prior to the occurrence, and had 
emessed а large eum of money. He left his wife and child in 
Australia, and came back to England, bringing with him securities 
of the walue of £1400, for which he received the money. At 
that time be was living in the house of one W——, in a street lead- 
ing out of the Strand, not far from Waterloo-bridge. В — re- 
mained there a short time, and all at once he disappeared, end this 
was about the date of the flading of the bag of Борев and clothes. 
Mir. Irwin's letter also referred to parties with the initials 8 and М. 
ва having had something to do with the monetary transactions of 
t—. The circumstential character of Mr. Irwin's allegations 
necessitated in the minds of the authorities at Sootlaud- yard further 
and minute inquiries in the direction pointed out, and the matter 
wes entrusted for investigation to one of the most experienced 
officers in the detective force. The officer ascertained in the first 
place that just antecedent to the time of the discovery & man named 
Woolfe lived at 15, Arundel-street, Strand, which was then а 
private hotel, and about that time a person of the name of Ratcliffe 
came there to see him. Rstoliffe remained at the hotel ав a 
resident for a few days, and while there Woolfe took the 
house No. 80 in the same street. During this period 
of their acquaintanceship Ratcliffe told Woolfe that he had 
some Tasmanian debentare bonds, upon which he was to 
receive the interest in the Ойу, and that he wished ќо turn 
the bonds into money. It appears that Woolfe himself did 
not want to buy them, but he introduced Ratcliffe to a man of the 
name of Біппей, who was understood to be a dealer in securities 
and billa, but he did not require them; and he in his turn intro- 
daced Ratcliffe to Nathan, who purchased the bonds, paying the 
amount in Bank of Eagland notes to Ratcliffe, who almost imme- 
diately afterwards departed, no one knowing what had become of 
him. Three months later, however, as the detective officer since 
ascerteined, Ratcliffe opened an account with the Commercial 
Banking Oompany, at Liverpool, and deposited а considerable sum 
of money, doubtless the produce of the sale of the bonds, and after 
a short interval he withdrew his balance, for the purpose, aa he 
stated, of going to America. From that dsy to the present nothing 
further is kuown of him. The identity of the man Ratcliffe, who 
lived with Woolfe ia Arandel-street, and who was imegiaed by Mr. 
Irwin to be the victim of the Wa erloo-bridge tragedy, with the 
man Rv 'oliffa, who, three months afterwards, was at Liverpool, was 
proved by a compsrison of the signature of the Tasmanian bonds 
with that оп the booke of tbe Commercial Banking Compary. 1% 
has also been ascertained that Woolfe, heviog lett Bogleua for Aus- 
tralia, died in that colory about three years sinos. пе result of 
thie investigation entirely puts an end to the grave suspicions whioh 
Ar. Irwin's letter not unnaturally raised, and leaves still undis- 
covered cond totes a ovime which at the time created э pro- 
found sensation on the public mind. 
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GREAT ROBBERY АТ A BULLION DEALER'S IN 
LOMBARD-STREET. 
Баровтар Loss or £25,000. 


A ROBBERY of а vast amount of bullion, notes, and other valuable 
prope:ty, was discovered on Мовдау morning to have been oom- 
mitted at the offices of Messrs Baum and Son, bullion dealers and 
money changers, situste et 58, Lombard-street, adjoining the 
church of Бі. Edmund the King and Martyr, on the north sida of 
the thoroughfare. The circumstances connected with the affair 
sre altogether of a most extraordinary character, and as the facts 
became wn the event created the t interest and excite- 
— among the numerous banking and other establishments ia tho 
у. 

Mr. Baum, sen., has been in business in the Ойу for nearly forty 
years. Hie eldest son isin partnership with him, and he has two 
other sons engeged in the office, which with s clerk, end s porter, 

prised the whole staff of the firm. Mr. Baum occupied 
the shop and cellar of the above-named house, the portion 
of the premises being let as offices to various firms oi great re- 


speotabili:y, snd at night the plane is left in charge of the house- 


keeper, her husband, and daughter, reons of character. 
The practice usually рога at establishment of Mr. 
Baum at the close of the business of the day was to deposit 
the bullion, notes, and other valuable securities in а large 
fron safe in what wae called ths strong-room, built in the 
cellar. It has an arched roof, and the walls are of brickwork. It 
appears there is only one set of keys connected with the strong- 
room, and, accordiog to the inquiries which have been instituted, it 
seems that Мг Baum, sen, left Lombard-etreet early on Saturday

covered that a hole hai been broken through the wall, nine or ten 
inches in thickness, into the strong.
